A INTERPRETATION OF THESE CONDITIONS 


1 DEFINITIONS 
In these Conditions (unless the context otherwise 
requires): 

1.1 The following words and expressions will have the 
following meanings: 

"Auctioneer" 
the representative of Bonhams conducting the Sale; 

"Bidder" 
the person bidding at the Sale or, in the case of a 
bid made by an employee or other representative of 
Bonhams pursuant to an Absentee Bidding Form or 
Telephone Bidding Form, the person who has 
completed the Absentee Bidding Form or Telephone 
Bidding Form, as the case may be; 

"Bonhams", "we" or "us"

"Reserve" 
the minimum Hammer Price agreed between 
Bonhams and the Seller in accordance with the 
Seller's agreement with Bonhams at which a Lot 
may be sold;

B OUR RELATIONSHIP WITH BIDDERS AND 
BUYERS 


2 OUR ROLE 

2.1 The following sub-paragraphs of this paragraph 2 
and paragraphs 3, 4, 5, 6 and 7 define exclusively 
and exhaustively the relationship between Bidders 
and Buyers and us. They are a conclusive and 
definitive statement of the rights and obligations 
that Bidders and Buyers owe to and enjoy against 
us. Acknowledgement of and compliance with 
these Conditions is essential to the obligations that 
we undertake to Bidders and Buyers. 


2.2 The Bidder acknowledges that in bidding for a Lot 
at a Sale he has not, in any manner and for any 
purpose other than a manner or purpose authorised 
by these Conditions or otherwise expressly 
authorised by us in writing, relied on anything said 
or done, or omitted to be said or done, by us or 
anyone on our behalf. 

2.3 The Seller has authorised us as its agent on its 
behalf to sell the Lot upon such terms and 
conditions as we may in our absolute 
discretion determine. Save as expressly 
provided in these Conditions, we, as agent for 
the Seller: 

2.3.1 are not answerable to Bidders, you or others 
for any breach of contract or other default on 
the part of the Seller; and 

2.3.2 do not owe or undertake to Bidders, you or 
others any personal responsibility under, by 
reason of or in connection with the Seller's 
relationship with either the Bidder or you or 
with us. 

This provision applies irrespective of whether 
the responsibility asserted is alleged to arise in 
contract, tort, misrepresentation, bailment, 
restitution or otherwise. 

2.4 Save as expressly provided elsewhere in these 
Conditions, we have and undertake no 
personal contractual relationship (whether 
direct, collateral, express, implied or otherwise) 
with Bidders or you. In particular, but without 
prejudice to the generality of the preceding 
statement, we undertake no responsibility to 
Bidders or you in respect of: 

2.4.1 the holding of the Sale or the presence or 
absence of any Reserve in respect of any Lot;

2.4.2 any condition report produced by us in respect 
of any Lot at the request of a Bidder or 
otherwise; or 

2.4.3 any error or misdescription in the description 
of a Lot contained in the Catalogue or given 
before or during the Sale, or any omission 
from such description. 

A full and definitive statement of our absence

3.1 You will pay us a Premium in accordance with the 
rates set out in the Important Notices together with 
any VAT and any Expenses payable pursuant to 
these Conditions. You acknowledge our right to 
retain the Premium. 

3.2 You acknowledge our right to be paid and to retain 


for our own benefit any commission payable by the 
Seller in respect of any Lot. 


4 RISK AND INSURANCE 

4.1 In accordance with our normal practice, but without 
any contractual or other undertaking on our part to 
that effect, sold Lots are insured by us for the 
Hammer Price for the benefit of both you and us 
until the earlier of:

1.2 4.30pm on the seventh day after the Sale or as

During that period we will be a gratuitous bailee of 
the Lot.

D RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN BIDDERS/BUYERS 
AND BOTH BONHAMS AND THE SELLER 


9 |OUR CONDUCT OF THE SALE 

9.1 We have complete discretion as to the manner in 
which the Sale is conducted and we may offer Lots 
for sale in any order we choose notwithstanding 
the numbers given to Lots in the Catalogue. 

9.2 We have the right at our sole discretion to refuse 
any bid, to nominate bidding increments, to divide 
any Lot, to combine two or more Lots, to withdraw 
any Lot from a Sale and, in the case of dispute, to 
put any Lot up for auction again. 


10 BIDDING 

10.1 Bidders’ attention is drawn to the "Important 
Notices" contained in the Catalogue which set out 
specific pertinent information relating to the Sale.

10.2 No person is entitled to bid at a Sale without first 
having completed and delivered to us a Bidder 
Registration Form, Absentee Bidding Form or 
Telephone Bidding Form. Any person who, 
nonetheless, makes a bid at a Sale will be deemed 
to have accepted and agreed these Conditions 
whether or not they have delivered a completed 
Bidder Registration Form, Absentee Bidding Form or 
Telephone Bidding Form, as the case may be, in 
accordance with this paragraph 10.2.
